Then too, there al- 
ways are lovers of animals, for whom 
all forms of animal life have a never- 
ending charm. It is upon the latter 
class that I base my judgment, chiefly 
when I say that just that so long as 
there are animal lovers in the world, 
just that, long will properly conducted 
animal shows make the .successes in 
the future that they have in the past.

every big animal show,, when it is set- 
tled for a long run, there always are 
a certain number of ghoulish 
bugs, 
who get the idea that sooner or later 
some-particular animal in a group is 
going to kill his or her trainer. Once 
they get this idea it seems to bo an 
obession with them and night 
after 
night they will be the first oues into 
the show when the doors are opened, 
and make a rush for the front seats 
where they will have an unobstructed 
view when the blood begins to fly. 
Often I have seen a line of these 
fellows, show after show, glaring vin- 
dictively at some trainer and looking

LEFTOVERS FROM THE FEAST. 
It is often a problem, to know how 
to prepare the remains of a holiday 
fowl 01 roast so that it will .b« appe- 
tizing. Many delicious dishes can be 
made out of cold fowl arid roast meats. 


Escaloped Turkey or Rout Meat— 
Minc« meat and season with salt aod 
pepper. Cover bottom of baking .dish 
with cracker crumbs, then 
put In a 
thick layer of the meat, some, of the 
stuffing and tiny bits of butter. Almost 
fill Ihe dish with alternate layers of 
crumbs and chopped meat. Add some 
milk to the left-over gi-avy, then pour 
ovei layers in dish.

The assistance g_iven to 
the many farmers' clubs, social cen- 
ters and community 
groups of 
all 
kinds in promoting; a seed campaign 
for the purpose 
of impressing the 
farmer with the necessity of sowing 
only the best seed obtainable and of 
showing him how to determine 
the 
duality of all seed, might be cited as 
an instance of this merely truly edu- 
cational work. And later on its co- 
operation with the same agencies in 
putting on an alfalfa campaign in the 
form of a trip through the 
county 
taken by one hundred and ten farm- 
ers in .when all 
the larger 
alfalfa 
farms are visited, was an example of 
its sincerity in working for the en- 
lightenment of the entire community, 
In a recreational 
way the county 
Y M C A. has co-operated most ac- 
tively with the rural schools in pro- 


mating rural games, and encouraging 
athletics and sports among the chil- 
dren of the rural 
communities. 
It 
aided the Commercial club in holding 
a county relay race,, and assisted var- 
ious community clubs in arranging 
field days. Four of these were held 
in the past year with a total of over 
six thousand present. 
The Harlem park picnic 
given in 
honor' of the children who bad taken 
part in the Commercial club's con- 
tests was another instance of the suc- 
cess of an enterprise in which the 
county Y. M. C. A. had put forth its 
efforts.

Its work from the religious stand- 
point was sincere and fruitful; it did 
much in assisting the county's Sunday 
schools in building up teen age and 
adult classes, in putting on Sunday 
school institutes, 
and 
doing every- 
thing, possible to make the 
Sunday 
school and church organizations more 
efficient and more comprehensive bod- 
ies 
It co-onerated with ministers in 
helping then! -to reach more 
of the 
boys of their communities ana 
to 
bring those boys into the several 
churches. 
Perhaps 
its most import- 
ant work from a religious point 
of 
view during the past year has been to 
develop in the minds of the boys ol 
all the communities the 
fact that 
they themselves are capable 
of as- 
suming responsibility in the 
church 
and school and In the wnole life of 
the community and of doing much for 
the best development of that com- 
munity. 
The year has shown oue thing most 
emphatically, and that is that the 
county Y. M. C. A. hasi a most import- 
ant part to play in the development 
of the community because 
of 
the 
great number of boys: it can reach 
and influence in its various 
groups, 
and again because of Hie number and 
variety of agencies with which it can 


efficiently co-operate. There are now 
in this county, as a result 
of the 
county department, twenty-one per- 
maently organized groups of 
boys; 
each meets once a week, not for mere 
purposeless pleasure but to consider 


- 
- 
the crying problems of the commun- 
ity. Speakers who are -authorities on 
the many subjects considered in these 
gatherings were 
brought 
by 
the 
groups to talk to the. people; discus- 
sions were promoted, contests were 
arranged; and in all the spirit was 
.one of community building and better- 
ment.

In these twenty-one organized bod- 
es there were over three hundred and 
forty-five active members. In addition 
to this numbere there were 
many 
more who were more or less intimate- 
ly associated with the gatherings, and 
a still greater number who benefited 
from them and felt the force of their 
work in a more indirect 'manner. 
Co-operation has been the by-word 
of the county Y. M. C. A. and it?s this 
that has made the past year such a 
successful one for that organization. 
Its co-operaton has not been one In 
which self-interest 
has diluted the 
effect of the work in hand; in all 
eases it has been unselfishly interest- 
ed, working with all agencies that it 
felt were worthy of being pushed for 
the cause of ''community betterments 
and aiming always at the highest and 
best development of every community

COMMUNITY HALL IN 


FULTON A SUCCESS 


Three years ago the community 
idea of which so much is said nowa- 
days and which is the guiding princi- 
ple of 30 many of our organisations 
and associations, began to manifest It- 
self In the town of Fulton; today that 
community stands as one .of the best 
examples 
of what 
the community 
building idea can do for a. email town 
that can be found in this state. JU 
preodminance is marked not only by 
the spirit of that community, by the 
activity of its community organiza- 
tions, and the civic pride of its people, 
but-by the tangible results of the idea 
in the form of a fine community build- 
ing devoted exclusively to .the use of 
organisations of a purely democratic, 
social betterment nature. 
With the growth of Fultons self- 
consciousness theer came in January 
1914, the organization of a Social cen- 
tre which held fortnightly meetings, 
considering the problems of tie com- 
munity, arousing interest in the pub- 
lic welfare; spreading knowledge, and 
constantly increasing the interest in 
the betterment sf the town. 
This community idea, fostered by 
the social 
center, 
continued to de- 
relop until in the fall of 1914, a Y. M. 
O. A. group was organized there with 
the help of the County Y. M. C. A. 
As the social centre, this Y. M. C. 
A. group and the church reached out 
ever further into the people, aroused 
the spirit of an ever increasing circle , 
of citizens, and made its 
influence 
more potent over constantly widening 
fields, the people in charge began to I 
feel the need of better equipment for' 


their 
work. 
This need took form 
this fall 
in the 
remodeling of a 
store building owned by a ladies' aid 
society of the church; the work wi 
done by the three organizations, ea 
sharing an 
equal share 
of t_ 
expense, with the result that today it 
is a most excellent community hall 
The ceiling of the main room, waa 
raised several feet to make a *jVjji- 
nasiuni, sixty feet in length, 
whftia 
is also used for the social centre and 
community meetings, and 
by the 
the ladies' aid society for their sup- 
pers, gatherings and'bazaars. 
On one side of this hall has been 
constructed an additior, 
twenty-four 
feet by twelve feet, which is divided 
into two rooms; one of these is used 
as a boys' dressing room, and tho 
other for 
a 
kitchen. 
This latter 
though not large hae been 
KO ar. 
rinsed from an efficiency standpoint 
that 
one hundred people can be 
- ' 
from it at one time without 
crowding. 
A building such as this in a town 
the size of Pulton is the most fitting 
monument to the cause of oomm""it; 
building that could be erected. It haa 
given the 
people there 
something 
definite 
and tangible to point to, 
something 
that is 
easy to 
show 
strangers. It has won tho praise of 
all community workers 
who 
have 
heard of it, and has acted as a spur 
to the other communities, not only 
of the county 
but 
of this 
entire 
region, to push their own work and 
establish for themselves something o! 
this kind. Pulton has received, very 
justly, the congratulations of all who 
realize the great good resulting from 
their energy, not only" for themselves 
but for the county as a whole: they 
have taken the lead in this work, and 
have progressed successfully through 
new fields, and they deserve all 
praise that is given them.
